ARMED NEUTRALITY

The President’'s announcement that the
Unitod States s to take the position of
nrmed neutenlity, for which he va there

nre precedents in our history, probably re-
ferred to the fimous Armed Neatrality, an
nnsocintion of Powers brotught about by
Catharine of Rusala jn 1780 Prussin pro-
clivimpead  the docteine of “fres ships, free
goods'” in 1762 and Francs procianimed It
in 1776, Great Hritain In her wars with
Amerien, France and Spaln Inslsted on her
rights to search neutral ships for enemy
goods Interfering with the commerce of the

world, On Maroh 8, 1780, Catharine issued
her famoun prociamation lnying down the
principles, (1) that neutral ships may

freely satl from port to port and along the
conbta bolligeronts ; (2) that a hlackades
to be recognized must be offectual and real
nnd (3) that except in the case of contra-
band free ships make free goods

The United Siates, Spaln and France Im-
medintely Indorsed the principles of the
declarntion. An ansociition of the principnd
natlons of Burope was formed for the pur-
poso of enforeing these principles wpon the
belliparent Power: The lmmedinte effect
of this associution was to ombarrass Eng-
lund by the conmolidation of European sentl=
mant against her, Tha armed neutrality
meant that the neatrals would defend their
shipping by arms If It was interfered with,
The United States has contonded for the
principle of free ships and frea goods, and
it has m treaty with Prussia in which that
principla Is recognized as binding on the
twn Powaers in the event of war by either
of them upon a third Power.
